With an amount, of skill and aucce.ss 
seldom if ever wituetised in nation- 
miiking, Lavo the foundations of the 
"Greater Britain" of America been laid 
by Sir John A. Macdonald's adminis- 
tration. In 18(57 the nucleus of em- 
pire was formed out of the four princi- 
pal Provinces of Ontario, Quebec, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick. Tliree 
years later and the "groat Lone Land" 
was taken in. Another year and the 
North American giant stretched over 
to the Pacific, where 

AndI»;ir'1ili(^Utefi^|:u,^.tlu)nuidt." ' 

Yet two years inoffij and we' find Prinjse 
Edward, the infant of the' Atlantic, 

J, , cpmingv in with _ rejoicijig. Shall the 
historian write that the great scheme of 
British North American Confederation 
was absolutely completed in 1874, by 
the admission of Newfoundland? So 
far Sir John and those yfho ha ve bee n 
associated with him in this great work 
of empire may well, be congratulated 

, upon the . Buocess which has crowned 
their patriotic efforts. These men have 
rendered services to their country for 
which posterity will be grateful, even 
if their contemporaries should not. But 
now conies the work of filling up, — 
even greater in some respects than 
that of laying the foundations and es- 
tablishing the boundaries. The pros- 
pect in this respect is most encourag- 
ing. Having had a good deal to say 
upon this subject of Immigration, v,-e 
prefer just now to let a contemporary, 
the Ottawa "Times," speak, and shall, 
therefore, make a few short extracts 
from its leading article of the 3rd 
inst: — "Hon. Mr. Pope did not reckon 
without his host last seE,sion when he 
promised, if Parliament would grant 
him the supplies which he asked for in 
order to enable him to cany . out the 

■'liberal policy of immigration whicb he 
had initiated, that a much larger num- 
ber of immigrants would be drawn to 
Canada this than any previous year 
had seen. The fruits of this policy 
were evident even before the House 
adjourned, as. report^ then published 
showed that hot only did more immi- 
grants remain in Canada during a given 
period than in the previous year, but 
that the number was almost as large 
as the total number of the previous 
year. Nor has there been, so far aa we 
can gather, any falling oif in this most 
promising state of aflairs; and in fact 
the prospects are that they will rather 
be improved than otherwise." After 
adverting to the success of the Hon. Mr. 
Macdougall's mission among the Scan- 
dinavian peoples and the prospect of a 
large Mennonite colony in the North- 
west, our contemporary continues:— 
"We know also that the tide of immi- 
gration from Michigan and ^linnesota 
into our territories iias already set in, 
and who shall say where that move- 
ment once set on foot will end? While 
referring to this bi'anch of the subject, 
we cannot but express the hope that 
the Government will spare no pains to 
foster this little stream until it swells 
t« large proportions; for it must be re- 
membered that the two great States to 
which reference has been made have 
been for some time regarded as among 
the best fields for immigi-ation in the 
United States. The men who have 
gone there are largely from the East- 
ern States; they are sharp, shrewd peo- 
ple, quick to see an advantage, and 
when once it is grasped, to hold tight- 
ly on to it. They are not likely, there- 
fore, to make any move without full 
"connaisance de cause," and when we 
hear that they have deserted their 
homes in their own country and sought 
for a now resting place in ours, we 
may bo sure that our vacant lands in 
the North West offer much greater in- 
ducements to settlers than do those 
in Michigan and Minnesota. Such an 
impression spread abroad, and it is un- 
doubtedly the correct one, cannot fail to 
have a powerful effect upon European 
immigration, and to draw to our shores 
innumerable people who would under 
other "circumstauces have become in- 
habitants of the neighboring lieiiublic. 
* * * * Like the "^'ourmond," wo 
have kept the best dish for the last. 
AVliat will not the Pacific Railway do 
for us in opening up our country, in 
Bjireading the knowledge of it abroad 
to the world ? Rumour says that Sir 
Hugh Allan, not altogether successful 
iu placing the bonds of the railway in 
London, had negotiated large amounts 
iu Frankfort, the great commercial 
centre of Germany. * * * * Here 
then is just what is wanted — a grand 
advertisement. Even the prince of ad- 
vertisors could not have divined one 
more calculated to attract publicatton- 
tion, and to sot people athinking. 
This done, half tho battle ia won. 
Once arouse an interest, and those 
who desire to omignito will soon make 
enqiiirjes, and then our books, pumph- 
lots, maps and all tho information that 
wo can ollor will bo in request. This 
tho Pacific Railway achomo will un- 
doubtedly do. and thoretore it is an ad- 
vartisement of tho very best doscrip- 
iioa. But apart from this, the Pacific 
Bailway will and must of itself become 
aa immigrntion agent. In tlio first 
place, tJififlrmy of men who will have 
to he employed upon it will in all jn'o- 
bability eettio down along the line, 
and the Company aho, uob only with a 



view of realizing from tliGir Ituid, but 
also for the sake of away traffic, will 
have to do much towards inducing im- 
migrants to settle upon their otherwise 
almost valueless property. Thus is tho 
prospect brightening before, uh every 
day, and we may well look forward 
some day to working out that great dos- 
tiny which is evidently intended for us 
to be tho greateit natiou upon the earth. 
Does the local reader exclaim, "What 
is that to Biitish Columbia?" IJven tak- 
ing tho narrowest view, and forgetting 
for the moment that British Columbia 
if an integral part of tho young nation, 
tho filling up of tho North West means 
the filling up of tho Pacific Province; 
for, however valuable in thisVthe' day 
of our small things, may be the drop- 
pings coming from tho seaward, every 
sensible person must be conscious that 
it ia to the landward we must look for 
the great wave that is to people this 
Province. That the Pacific Railway is 
to become the great colonizer, we have 
ever contended. Taking this view of 
matters, British Columbia will watch 
with keen interest every nioveiufnit 
having for its object tho filling up of 
the North West, feeling well assured 
that the more speedily that work goes 
forward, the sooner must her tux-n 
come.

Jolm Bright and the 
Triends. 

M, D. Conway writes that :\Ir, Bright 
has always iiroserved his connection with 
tho Society of Friends, although ho has 
long caused to wear any distinctive drn.'^s. 
Punch has always roin-esented Bright in u 
Quaker ooat, and with a near-sighted glass 
in his eye; which is a mystery, since Mr. 
Bright nevor wore either. Ho has not for 
many years attended tho annual meetings 
of tho t^aakors, who, to say tho triitli, 
have regarded him with some suspicion 
as an iiuiovator who might sojk to advo- 
cate somemovement iu their body— tho 
moat petrified and:«nprogr6ssive. proba- 
bly of all religious sects in England Bat 
during the last few days Mr. Bright has 
again been altendii;g ihe meetings of that 
society, and aililrcssing tlieiji in a manner 
which sliows that his days of movenient 
are forever past. He co'mniended tlie So- 
ciety for its Sabbath-schools and its for- 
eign mission, and warned thom against 
making changes in their body. Near tho 
veteran Parliament ary lead(;r---whose no- 
ble faco and crown oi' silver hair make 
him a picture— there sat other Quaker 
ineinlxa's of I'ai li,inient---jjassett, Pini, 
Leathani, When he sjieaks there is a 
breathless hush, and after ho lias sat 
down a long and deep silence reigns. His 
manner has even gained in imprHssivehess 
though tlie old iueisivcness of e.'cpression 
as well as tho sinewy tlumght, are gone. 
It is in-obable that 'the addresses which 
Mr. Bright has been making to the h'riends 
this week may havo a serious ell'eet upon 
the future of that Society. Tho Quaker 
denomination here luis never been divided 
into wings, ns in America, into "Ortho- 
doxy" and "Hieksit-e;" as might bo antici- 
pated, it has developed within a jiretty 
strong heretical parly, wdiich has its chief 
centre in Manchester, where it is repre- 
sentud by a thoistic magazine of l adicid 
views. This heretical element has held 
on to the old body and disoiplino with 
the hope of ultimately leavening them. 
The strong conservative apjieals of Mi'. 
Bright will render their ])osition dillicnlt 
and unjdoasant, and I should not ho sur- 
prised if the old Ktatesnmn has uncon- 
scionsly bequeathed a controversy which 
may lead t« a sepai-Btion here, such as 
similar appeals by , his ancestors, when 
they visited America to warn tho Quakers 
against heresy,, led to in that country. 
The denominiition is hardly strong enough 
in this country to bear such a split, as for 
a long time there has been a steady stream 
of young Quakers going into tho Estab- 
lished Church on oneside. and on another 
a steady stream into heretical societies.

It is a truism of political economy that 
property is most valuable iu a country 
where the law protects it most etTectaall y. 
In tho same way the great Xor.h-West "of 
Canada is much more valnabh; as a field 
for immigration than the co;res])onding 
portion of tho United Statos. When the 
deputation of tho Bussian Mennonites 
were in Ottawa, one of the questions they 
put tr Mr. Sandford Fleming, iu refer- 
ouco to Manitoba, was, whether any dan- 
ger was to bo approhonded from the In- 
dians.

In glaring 
contrast to facts like this is the annoanco" 
ment iu a Now Y'ork paper that a military 
force of 2,000 soldier.s— infantry, cavalrv, 
and artillery— is being concentrated at 
Fort Itico, in Dakota, with the view of 
an early departure from that place, with 
General D. S. Stanley as the commander- 
in-chief, uiion their march throu^'h Da- 
kota anil Montana as an escort to the sur- 
veying party engagetl in maliing tho sur- 
veys cf the Xorlhern Pacilic Hail way west- 
erly through those territories. Facts like 
those ought to be noted by our emigra- 
tion agent and brought lunao lo the 
emigrating classes. Nor is it tho result of 
accident that the Indians in our Xorth 
west are i>acific; they havo been treated 
ia a kind and rational way by that great 
corporation, the Mndsjn's Bay Com;jany,

bjnignthnu that of the 'Long Knives,' 
as they oall the Americans.
